Committee 
reverses 
decision

A county advisory committee on 
zoning reversed itself last night 
under 
pressure 
from 
Valley 
residents and recommended one- 
acre zoning on a 75-acre parcel, 
north of Lompoc. 
The action ends a controversy that 
had centered on land, west of 
Rucker Road and north of Onstott 
Estates or Mesa Oaks. A group of 
Mesa Oaks residents appeared in 
person last night in the county 
building 
to 
protest 
the 
recommendation 
for 
half 
acre 
zoning recommended in July by the 
Fourth 
Supervisorial 
District 
Advisory 
Committee 
for 
the 
General Plan. 
However, the committee headed 
by Hugh D. Young stood firm on its 
previous recommendation for half 
acre zoning on about 138 acres, west 
of Onstott Estates and north of 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road. 
In another major action the 
committee recommended regional 
shopping designation for a triangle 
of land bounded by the future 
Highway 1 bypass road on the east, 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road on the south 
and old Highway 1 on the west. 
Proponents of the action argued that 
the present zoning contained too 
much highway commercial with too 
many 
owners 
to 
make 
any 
meaningful concerted development 
in the future. Opponents argued tljat 
there 
was 
already 
enough 
commercial centers in Lompoc and 
elsewhere. 
The committee also more clearly 
defined the limits of a 15-acre strip 
along Lompoc-Casmalia Road that 
has been recommended for highway 
commercial. 
Young 
announced 
that 
the 
committee 
had 
withdrawn 
residential classification on land 
around Vandenberg Village thus 
permitting the property to revert to 
the open and grazing zoning with a U 
classification. The action reflected 
a 
decision 
by 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors recently declaring that 
the open and grazing classification 
was not in conflict with residential 
uses. 
The 
committee 
originally 
recommended residential on more 
than 2,500 acres because of an 
interim interpretation that the old 
classification and residential use or 
potential use were in conflict. 
In the same way the committee 
has withdrawn a recommendation 
for residential agriculture zoning 
with an 0 overlay in another 
instance thus permitting parcels of 
land east of La Purisima Road and 
in a triangle formed by Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road and Highway 246 to 
revert 
to 
an 
o rig in al 
recommendation 
of 
five 
acre 
zoning. 
No action was taken on about 1,000 
acres north of La Purisima Mission, 
and east of Mission Hills, and no 
action was taken to upset a previous 
recommendation 
for 
residential 
zoning 
along 
Miguelito Canyon 
Road, south of Lompoc. 
A group of Lompoc residents has 
opposed the action in the canyon. An 
investment company has also made 
proposals for small rancho type, 
estate developments of three to 27 
acres each on the land east of 
Mission Hills. 


The recommendations will now go 
to the County Planning Commission. 
The commission will hold another of 
its “ consistency” hearings on the 
Lompoc area next Wednesday in 
Santa Barbara. 


The effort is part of a countywide 
effort to comply with state law 
mandating a consistency between 
the county’s General Plan and 
zoning and land use designations.

from their freezers. 
This is the explanation given for 
the sudden plunge in prices on 
Midwest wholesale meat markets 
the past two days. 
“ The people just aren’t buying any 
meat now.” a spokesman for the 
Livestock Market News in Des 


Moines said 
“ They are simply 
refusing to pay the higher prices 
now. Those who have meat stocked 
in the freezers are living off that, 
and those who don't have any meat 
stocked are refusing to buy any 
more.” 
Phase III price controls have been 
lifted for all food products except 
beef, and the ceiling on beef prices 
ends Sept. 12 
Grain prices have also taken a 
dramatic dive since breaking record 
highs earlier this week, but the 


turnaround is for different reasons, 
commodity market experts say. 
The prices paid for gram on the 
Midwest markets later affects the 
price of meat, since most of it is sold 
as livestock feed. Bread prices are 
only slightly affected by the wheat 
futures, since there is only about 
two cents worth of wheat in a loaf of 
bread 


Grain commodity experts said 
traders were waiting for today's 
weekly report on wheat available 
for export This, they said caused 


the lack of buying enthusiasm, 
dragging 
prices for corn, 
oat, 
soybeans and wheat down as much 
as 
regulations 
permit 
on

Chicago, Minneapolis and Kansas 
City boards of trade. 
Meat prices on Midwest markets 
dropped for the third straight day 
Thursday, with hog prices plunging 
by as much as $5 per hundredweight 
from record levels.

UFW member killed by sniper 


LAMONT, Calif. (UPI> — One of the original followers of United Farm 
Workers Union leader Cesar Chavez was killed by sniper’s gunfire Thursday 
as he left the picket line at a table grape ranch. 
Chavez, visibly shaken by the slaying, said that if such violence continued 
he would call off all pickets in the San Joaquin Valley. “ We re not going to 
have our people shot,” he said as he toured the area. 
The UFW was striking 28 ranches which recently signed contracts with 
the Teamsters Union The two unions are locked in a battle for farm worker 
representation. 
Juan Delacruz, who had worked for Chavez since 1965, died at Kern 
General Hospital in Bakersfield where he was taken after a slug ripped into 
his chest near his heart. Two Filipino workers, Bayam Advincula, 20, and 
Ernest Baclig, 64, were arrested after witnesses reported the license 
number of the sniper car. 
This was the first fatality near a struck ranch in the union struggle 


the charges now being made against 
him. 
Commenting on high food prices, 
the congressman stated that “ as 
high as they are, they are lower than 
any country in the world and we still 
are better off.”

The 62-year-old congressman is 
currently on summer recess and 
says he plans to take at least two 
weeks vacation during the more

Tax cut 
victory 
for Reagan 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan rode the crest of 
victory today as the Democratic- 
controlled legislature approved his 
plan to reduce the sales tax for six 
months starting Oct. 1 and provide a 
major income lax cut in April. 
The proposal, originally offered 
June 29 by Reagan as a last minute 
compromise 
and 
rejected 
by 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti and 
other Democrats, would: 
—Roll back to five cents on the 
dollar the unnecessary one penny 
sales tax increase which took effect 
July 1 and use up $324 million of the 
state’s unprecedented $826 million 
tax surplus. 
—Grant income taxpayers a one­ 
time reduction on returns filed next 
April 15, ranging from 20 per cent in 
the wealthy brackets to 35 per cent 
in the lower brackets. This would 
consume about $380 million of the 
surplus. 
“ Better late than never,” grinned 
Reagan. Aides said he would sign 
the bill next week. 
The measure (SB90) by Sen. 
Ralph Dills, D-Gardena, cleared the 
Assembly on an overwhelming 73-2 
vote Thursday and the Senate on a 
rare unanimous 31-0 vote two hours 
later. 
The measure, which undercuts 
and supercedes the 20 per cent 
rebate proposed in the governor’s 
tax 
limitation 
initiative, 
would 
provide a typical family of four 
earning $15,000 a $60 tax cut. Toe 
same family earning $25,000 would 
save $137 while that family earning 
$50,000 would save $583. 
The sales tax increase t which 
raised the levy to 6 4 cents in the 
San Francisco Bay Area Rapid 
Transit 
District 
counties» 
took 
effect 
when 
Reagan 
and 
the 
legislature failed to agree on how to 
delay it even though the state had 
stockpiled the huge surplus. 
Dills asserted during floor debate 
that the measure would trigger “ the 
greatest tax cut and rebate in the 
history of the state of California or 
any other state in the Union."

Flood death toll near 1,000 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (UPI) - A foreign office spokesman said today 
that the death toll from the floods now inundating the Punjab state of 
Pakistan is “ certainly in the hundreds’ and may pass the 1,000 mark. 


Floods following unusually heavy monsoon rains have hit India, Pakistan 
and Bangladesh, inflicting enormous casualties and crop losses in all three 
nations, and more rain is forecast. Tens of millions of persons have been 
affected 


The foreign office spokesman described the floods as the worst in 
Pakistan’s history and said interim damage estimates were in excess of 
$300 million and could rise to $500 million 


“ The economic picture for the current year is totally ruined 
he said. 
“ This year may well be a minus year in our economic plans. Our export 
performance is bound to suffer Cash crops of rice, cotton and sugar cane 
are badly affected.” 


Exiled government claims bombing continues 


PHNOM PENH (U P I) - Only one minor 
engagement between government troops 
and rebel soldiers was reported on the 
outskirts of Phnom Penh today—two days 
after American bombs officially stopped 
falling in the country. 
But Thursday, at least two American jets 
made passes over Phnom Penh and an 
official of F*rince Norodom Sihanouk’s 
exile government claimed the bombing 
was still going on. 
Both warplanes, one of them a Phantom 
F4 fighter-bomber, were apparently on 
reconnaissance missions The U.S. air war 
in Cambodia officially ended Wednesday 


but Washington has said reconnaissance 
flights will continue over the country. 


In Paris, a minister in Sihanouk’s exile 
cabinet said the “ so-called 
American 
reconnaissance planes are continuing their 
dirty work by occasionally dropping on our 
country their bomb loads” 


Chau Seng, minister of external missions 
in Sihanouk’s Royal National Cambodia 
Union, told newsmen: “This bombing and 
these operations will remain secret or will 
later be justified by supposed ‘Communist 
provocations” ’

Penh, 
high 
command 


spokesman Col. Am Rong said the past 24 
hours “ has been marked by a large-cut 
diminution of enemy activities” 
He said only one minor flare-up was 
reported 
near 
Takmau, 
four 
miles 
southeast of Phnom Penh. 


Am Rong also denied Communist reports 
that South Vietnam has sent 10,000 troops 
into Cambodia to support the Lon Nol 
government’s fight against rebel forces. 
He said he heard the report on the radio 
today and stated firmly: “ It is not true.” 
Am Rong was referring to a charge 
leveled in F’aris Thursday by Viet Cong 


Minister of State Nguyen Van Hieu that 
Saigon “ has already sent to Cambodia 
some 
10,000 
... 
soldiers disguised as 
volunteers to be used as mercenaries in the 
pay of the United States.” 


In Saigon, government spokesman Bui 
Bao True today likewise dismissed Hieu’s 
charge. 


“ We categorically deny that we have 
sent any troops into Cambodia,” True said. 
He charged the accusation made by Hieu 
“was only to hide the fact that North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong troops are in 
Cambodia.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nixon’s lawyers re­ 
turned to court today to reaffirm his refusal to turn over 
White House tape recordings on Watergate to investigators 
on grounds it would “ cripple all future Presidents.” 


Nixon has made clear he has not changed his mind 
whatever on the issue of noncompliance with subpoenas for 
the m aterial, a position which could lead to a historic 
Supreme Court struggle over presidential powers. 


The President’s lawyers were responding today to 
arguments by Watergate Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox 
who said Monday that “ no man is above the law,” including 
the I^resident, and that the material is crucial evidence. 
Nixon reiterated his stand in his Watergate speech 
Wednesday night, saying that if he yielded to the Cox 
subpoenas for the tapes and White House documents the 
confidentiality of the Presidency would be destroyed.

Bradley the quiet “GI’s general” who commanded the 
mighty war machine that fought from Normandy to Berlin, 
was prepared for more medical tests today and reported 
“still in serious condition.” 
Bradley, 80, the last of the five-star generals, was 
hospitalized Sunday and underwent emergency surgery 
Thursday for what an Army spokesman said was “ massive 
blood clots in both lungs.” 


“ He is resting comfortably but still considered in serious 
condition,” the UCLA Meijical Center said in its most 
recent bulletin. "Further tests will be taken Friday,” the 
hospital said.

Touni. a 37-year-old Libyan, on hijack charges for forcing a 
Lebanese airliner to land at the Lod International Airport 
outside Tel Aviv Thursday. The Arab world was expressing 
growing beliel that the hijacking was reallv done bv the 
Israelis. 
A-loum, disheveled and unshaven, appeared in a magis­ 
trate's court in Jerusalem today at a preliminary hearing 
and was ordered returned to jail while formai charges 
against him are prepared. He told the court he “ only meant 
good' and “ didn't mean to commit a crime’' when he 
forced the Middle East Airlines plane with 125 passengers 
aboard to land in Israel. 


Lt. Gen. David Elazar. the Israeli armed forces chief of 
staff, said Thursday night that “ the hijacker will be put on 
trial in Israel That's how airplane hijackers must be 
treated all over the world.” 
One oi those doubting that Al-Toum was really a Libyan as 
reported by Israel was Mussaleh as-Sanusseh, Libya’s am­ 
bassador to Iraq, and a passenger on the hijacked plane He 
said on his arrival in Beirut. “ I doubt that this hijacker was 
a Libyan And he wasn’t speaking with a Libyan accent.” 
He said Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan had 
invited him to meet with Premier Golda Meir. 
“ But I refused that.” he said. “ I turned it down.” 
The Arab press took the line today that the Thursday 
hijacking was another “ act of Israeli air piracy.”

SANTA ANA, Calif. < H P I) — The Orange 
County Grand Jury will not investigate 
charges 
that 
President 
Nixon's 
San 
Clemente estate is undertaxed The matter 
is 
still 
before another local 
agency 
however. 


"The jury has found no cause to question 
the 
assessment 
procedures 
used, in 
appraising the San Clemente property.” 
Marcia Bents, forewoman of the grand 
jury, said Thursday. 


The 
grand 
jury 
called 
in 
outside 
appraisers to check the official tally ot the 
worth of the Western White House, she 
said. 


There have been charges that the county 
assessor’s valuation of the estate as worth 
$1.3 million for tax purposes does not 
square with the $15 million it cost Nixon to 
buy. plus the $2.4 million in federally-paid 
improvements. 


Mrs. Bents statement ruling out a grand 
jury probe left the matter before the 
county Assessment Appeals Board. 
The sate Board of Equalization, by a 
unanimous vote of its four Democratic 
members while the lone Republican was 
absent, 
urged 
the 
county 
board 
to 
investigate the taxing of the Western White 
House. The state body cannot order the 
countv board to act however 


The decision is up to the three-man 
board. One member has indicated he is in 
favor of investigating, the other two have 
been noncommittal. 


Mrs 
Bents said the grand jury had 
reviewed 
all 
the 
evidence 
on 
the 
assessment, many by County Assessor 
Jack Yallerga, including congressional 
reports and statements by the federal 
General Services Administration, which 
supervised the government-paid work at 
the Nixon estate 


Vallerga argues that the improvements 
are federal property, and thus not taxable 
by the county. 


"The jury has consulted with outside, 
highly 
qualified 
appraisers 
and 
has 
reviewed all relevant material from the 
assessor's office, as well as additional 
information from other sources,” Mrs. 
Bents said 


“ The jury has found no cause to question 
the assessment procedures used by the 
...assessor's office in appraising the San 
Clemente property Therefore the jury will 
not pursue its investigation at this time.” 
she said 


She would not identify the outside 
appraisers involved but said impartial 
sources had told the jury that one of them 
was “ the best in California.”

Hank hammers No. 702

Hank Aaron has given up hope that he will equal or 
surpass Babe Ruth’s all-time home run record this 
season but is confident that he will achieve the feat in 
1974. 
"I don’t really think it’s possible that I’ll reach the 
record this year," said Aaron after hitting his 29th of the 
season and the 702nd of his career in the Atlanta Braves’ 
10-2 victory over the Chicago Cubs Thursday. "There 
aren’t enough gam es left for me to do it this season. 
"I would like to hit five or six more this season," he 
continued, "and then go for the record next year. I don’t 
think I’ve got a good chance to hit 13 more hom ers this 
season.” 
Aaron’s homer Thursday, his first since July 31, came 
off reliever Jack Aker and capped a nine-run eighth- 
inning outburst which enabled the Braves to deal the 
Cubs their 11th straight loss and 14th in their last 15 
games. It cam e on a 2-2 pitch and sailed about 400 feet 
into the left field bleachers at Wrigley Field. 
The San Francisco Giants defeated the Philadelphia 
Phillies, 2-1, in the other National League game 


Thursday while the Oakland A s beat the Boston Red 
Sox, 6-3, and the Cleveland Indians topped the Kansas 
City Royals, 10-4, in American League games. 
Aaron has hit 29 homers in the Braves’ 124 games so 
far this season and that pace projected against his 
rem aining 38 games would mean that he would end the 
season with 711— three short of Ruth’s mark. 
Tom Bradlev received credit for his 10th win with the 
relief help of Elias Sosa in the G iants’ victory over the 
Phillies. Ken Brett went the distance for the Phillies and 
suffered his fifth loss against 12 victories. Bob Boone 
homered for the Phillies. 
Vida Blue, coming on strong after his poor 1972 season, 
pitched a four-hitter and Reggie Jackson drove in four 
runs with two homers for the A’s. The victory raised 
Blue’s record to 13-7, including four straight wins, while 
Jackson raised his RBI total to 98. 
Ron Lolich drove in four runs with two doubles and a 
single and Chris Chambliss extended his hitting streak to 
17 gam es with a hom er and a single in the Indians’ 
victory. The loss dropped the Royals one percentage 
point behind Oakland in the AL West.

NEW YORK - (N E A ) - 
How good was Babe Ruth? 
E x am p le: When Ruth hit 60 
homers in 1927. his total rep­ 
resented nearly one-seventh of 
all h o m e rs hit in the entire 
A m erican League that year 
Ruth was such a Colossus that 
a league-leader today would 
have to hit about 200 homers 
to b estride the field as Ruth 
did. 


For decades. Ruth s record 
of 714 c a r e e r regular-season 
home runs appeared untoucha­ 
ble; it was nearly 200 more 
than the 524 hit by the second- 
place man, Jimmie Foxx. The 
National League record was a 
paltry 511. by Mel Ott. 


Ruth could also hit for aver­ 
age and has a .342 c a r e e r 
mark. With customary brag­ 
gadocio he once replied to 
someone who su ggested he 
m ig ht have been able to hit 
.500: “ Hell. I coulda hit .600 
easy, if I had gone for them 
singles. But the people were 
p ay in ’ to see me hit them 
nome runs.” 


He was also a marvel as a 
pitcher. He won 23 g am e s in 
1916 and 24 in 1917. He c o m ­ 
piled a 94-46 record over four 
years, with a 2.28 earned run 
a v erag e. He was 3-0 with an 
0.87 ERA in World Series 
play. His World Series record 
of 29 and two-thirds scoreless 
innings pitched stood for 40 
years. Eight times he pitched 
head-to-head ag a in s t Walter 
Johnson, one of the all-time 
great pitchers, and Ruth won 
six, three by 1-0 


Ruth told people that his 
greatest thrill in baseball was 
when, in a key ninth-inning 
situation, he stru c k out the 
feared T i g e r s ’ th r e e s o m e . 
Bobby Veach. Sam Crawford 
and Tv Cobb 


Cobb, in fact, alw a ys had 
trouble hitting Ruth. 
And 
when Ruth became a hitter to 
rival — or surpass — Cobb, it 
was easy to see why the fre­ 
netically c o m p e titiv e Cobb 
would enjoy getting R uth's 
em inently easy goat. Cobb 
would jibe Ruth that he looked 
like a beer b a r r e l on two 
straws. Ruth grew enraged 


Rube B ressler, a fine ou t­ 
fielder of those days, recalls 
Ruth: “ He went on the ball 
field like he was playing in a 
cow pasture, and before cows. 
He was never nervous. He 
played by instinct, she er in­ 
stinct. He w a s n 't s m a r t , he 
didn't have any education, but 
he never made a wrong move 
on the baseball field... 


“ He became a great judge 
of a fly ball, n ev er threw to 
the wrong base when he was 
playing the outfield, terrific 
arm. good base runner, could 
hit the ball tw ice as far as 
any other hum a n being. He

We 
would 
have 
relished 
hearing his plans for such a program for 
we believe that this is the heart of the 
whole matter. Watergate has shown that it 
is possible to have political indecency and 
little integrity. Confidence and trust in 
government can never be attained until 
measures are taken to insure that our 
politicians, at all levels, are decent and 
full of integrity. 


Had President Nixon spelled out his 
measures to attain these goals, we feel 
that Americans would be most eager to 
leave Watergate to the courts. The chief

WASHINGTON — How do you go 
about finding a doctor, dentist, or 
lawyer who will m eet your needs for 
quality service at reasonable cost0 
To ask the question is to answer it. A 
consumer has no guidelines which 
can enable him or her to choose 
intelligently. As it has been for 
generations, it is still largely a word 
of mouth proposition based on faith 
or friendship. 
Judging by surveys, studies and 
m a lp ra ctice 
su its, 
th ere 
is 
altogether too much incompetence, 
price gouging, insensitive service 
and laxness in self-policing within

Even the $50,000 a year executive
